To  the  Board  of  Managers, 

Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

In  the  year  1930,  the  Hospital,  both  in  its  In  and 
Out-Patient  Departments  has  continued  to  give  in- 
creased service  to  the  community. 

For  ward  patients  in  the  Hospital  in  need  of  it, 
special  diets  suitable  to  their  conditions  are  prescribed, 
at  a much  higher  cost  to  the  Institution  but  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  sick.  The  nursing  force  has  been  increased  so 
that  each  patient  receives  the  maximum  of  care.  The 
patients  have  in  addition  the  use  of  the  Solarium  which 
helps  them  to  pass  the  hours  in  pleasant  surroundings. 

The  erection  of  cubicles  for  ward  children  has 
proven  its  necessity.  The  Children’s  service  has  been 
continuous  instead  of  being  hampered  by  quarantine. 

For  both  the  hospital  and  the  Out-Patients,  the 
Therapeutic  Pool  has  helped  greatly  the  crippled  pa- 
tients. The  gymnasium  has  been  added  too,  and  the 
necessity  for  it  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  more 
than  50  children  with  bodily  defects  are  treated  there 
in  one  day. 

We  have  fulfilled  our  full  duty  for  the  population 
of  this  district,  by  our  Ambulance  service  and  our 
Emergency  Department  which  is  open  24  hours  a day. 
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In  the  Hospital  we  treated  3,217  patients,  covering 
83,384  hospital  days.  The  visits  to  our  Out-Patient  De- 
partment numbered  112,349. 

To  maintain  the  Hospital  we  spent  $753,561.88 
during  the  year,  our  income  from  both  Hospital  and 
Out-Patients  was  $635,754.75  leaving  $117,807.13  to 
obtain  from  other  sources. 

The  difference  between  income  and  expenses  is  in- 
creasing every  year,  owing  to  increased  and  better 
service. 

We  beg  all  the  friends  of  this  Institution  to 
continue  to  support  it,  so  that  the  68th  year  of  the 
existence  of  the  Society  may  continue  to  show  addi- 
tional progress  and  activities.

To  the  Board  of  Managers, 

Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled, 

New  York,  New  York. 

Gentlemen : 

In  spite  of  the  great  financial  depression  which  has 
caused  a material  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients 
seeking  admission  to  most  hospitals,  we  have  had  a 
fairly  satisfactory  year;  9714  Out-patients  were  ad- 
mitted and  3219  In-door  patients.  In  fact  the  Ortho- 
pedic Department  has  shown  a decided  increase  in  the 
number  of  operations  performed  during  the  past  year, 
i.  e.,  1878  performed  in  1930  against  1703  in  1929. 

While  the  total  number  of  operations  performed 
by  the  Hernia  Department  was  less  than  that  of  last 
year  (a  decrease  of  149)  excluding  all  other  operations 
but  those  for  hernia  we  find  very  little  difference  in  the 
two  years,  i.  e.,  1206  herniotomies  in  1930  and  1294  in 
1929. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  past  year 
was  69.  This  is  considerably  higher  than  usual,  due  to 
the  fact  that  an  ambulance  service  was  established  at 
the  hospital  a year  ago,  and  a large  number  of  serious 
accident  cases  are  admitted. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  LeAvis  and  Mrs.  Rocke, 
the  X-ray  Department  also  has  shoAvn  very  definite 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  treated  as  Avell  as  in 
the  income  derived  therefrom:  7412  patients  were  radio- 
graphed, 31,000  roentgenograms  were  taken,  and  a total 
of  $51,000  was  received.  In  1929,  6,942  cases  were 
radiographed,  24,800  roentgenograms  were  taken,  and 
$43,878.25  was  received. 
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The  work  of  the  Physiotherapy  Department  each 
year  is  becoming  a more  important  part  of  the  hospital. 
The  therapeutic  pool  has  now  been  in  use  for  upwards 
of  a year  and  has  proven  of  great  value  in  cases  of 
infantile  paralysis.  No  less  than  2106  treatments  in 
the  pool  have  been  given  during  the  past  year.  F urther- 
more  a special  room  for  the  treatment  of  private 
patients  has  been  installed  on  the  fifth  floor  and  has 
become  very  popular.  The  hospital  is  greatly  indebted 
to  Dr.  Hansson  for  his  able  management  of  this  depart- 
ment. The  total  number  of  physiotherapy  treatments 
given  in  1930  was  62,626,  a gain  of  1868  over  last  year. 

Dr.  Snyder’s  report  of  the  Arthritis  Department 
shows  noteworthy  progress. 

The  laboratory  under  the  able  directorship  of  Dr. 
J.  M.  McWhorter  is  doing  excellent  work.  This  year 
marks  the  first  serious  attempt  to  carry  out  real  scien- 
tific research  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Hospital  for 
Ruptured  and  Crippled.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
McWhorter  and  myself,  Dr.  Richard  F.  Berg,  the 
holder  of  the  Gibney  Memorial  Fellowship  has  been 
conducting  a line  of  research  work  in  the  experimental 
production  of  tumors  in  chickens  by  inoculation  of 
dried  Rhode  Island  Red  endothelioma-virus  which  I 
obtained  from  the  laboratory  of  Dr.  Murray,  director 
of  the  Imperial  Cancer  Research  Fund,  London.  Dr. 
Berg  not  only  repeated  the  experiments  of  Dr.  Connor 
of  San  Francisco,  i.  e.,  producing  typical  endotheliomas 
in  the  tibiae  of  young  chickens,  but,  by  using  fresh 
tumor  material  for  a subsequent  series  of  inoculations, 
he  was  finally  able  to  produce  five  different  types  of 
bone  sarcomas  having  all  the  clinical,  roentgenological 
and  microscopical  appearances  of  the  different  types  of 
bone  tumors  in  man.  Furthermore,  by  using  Glover’s 
special  medium,  a pure  culture  of  an  organism  was 
obtained  which  was  pleiomorphic  in  character  and 
closely  resembled  the  organism  found  by  Glover  in 
human  cancer.  This  work  we  believe  to  be  of  utmost

importance  because  of  its  direct  bearing  upon  the  prob- 
lem of  the  cause  of  cancer  in  man.  In  the  9th  Scientific 
Report  of  the  Imperial  Cancer  Research  Fund,  the 
subject  of  filterable  fowl  tumors  was  discussed  at  great 
length;  Dr.  Murray,  the  Chairman  of  the  Fund,  re- 
garded it  as  the  most  promising  field  of  cancer  research. 
While  these  filterable  fowl  tumors  have  been  studied 
for  many  years  at  both  the  Rockefeller  Institute  and 
the  Imperial  Cancer  Research  Fund  laboratories,  the 
organism  which  is  the  causative  agent  of  these  tumors 
has  never  been  discovered  until  it  was  isolated  by  Dr. 
Berg  at  the  Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled.  In 
fact,  the  quest  was  regarded  as  so  hopeless  that  in  a 
recent  editorial  on  The  Nature  of  Filterable  Fowl 
Tumors  (Lancet,  March  23,  1929)  we  find  the  follow- 
ing statement:  “On  the  whole  the  evidence  and  balance 
of  opinion,  although  by  no  means  unanimous,  are  in 
favor  of  the  view  that  most  viruses  are  living  agents 
but  on  account  of  their  peculiar  qualities  an  irrefrag- 
able proof  seems  to  be  unobtainable  by  existing 
methods.” 

On  the  expiration  of  Dr.  Berg’s  period  of  fellow- 
ship, November  1,  1930,  the  research  work  was  con- 
tinued by  Dr.  J.  E.  Sullivan,  our  new  fellow  with  very 
interesting  and  important  results.  With  the  organism 
in  question  we  have  been  able  to  produce  typical 
malignant  tumors.  A full  report  of  these  investiga- 
tions will  be  published  later. 

In  addition  to  the  work  done  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Gibney  Memorial  Fellowship,  important  research 
work  has  been  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  I. 
Newton  Kugelmass.  The  latter’s  studies  have  been 
confined  largely  to  problems  arising  from  the  ortho- 
pedic services.  These  studies  include  the  following: 
(1)  non-union  of  fractures;  (2)  postural  deformity; 

(3)  mal-nutrition  in  post-operative  cases  in  children; 

(4)  a biochemical  diagnosis  of  bone  tumors,  and  (5) 
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biochemical  methods  by  which  one  can  predict  the 
tendency  to  thrombosis  and  embolism. 

The  expenses  incurred  in  these  laboratory  investi- 
gations haye  been  met  largely  through  the  generosity 
of  Miss  Edith  Scoville. 

Once  again  I desire  to  emphasize  the  great  need 
of  a larger  laboratory,  the  increasing  work  of  the 
laboratory  is  greatly  handicapped  by  the  limited  space 
of  the  present  laboratory. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  Committee  in  charge  of  the 
Social  Service  Department,  has  done  excellent  work 
during  the  past  year  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs. 
William  A.  Agar.  The  Social  Service  Department,  of 
which  Miss  Prest  is  the  director,  is,  I believe,  one  of 
the  most  important  departments  in  the  hospital.  The 
accompanying  report  shows  the  very  large  amount  of 
work  which  it  is  doing.  I should  like  to  call  special 
attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  summer,  310 
children  were  sent  to  convalescent  homes  and  camps, 
and  Ave  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  latter  for  the  excel- 
lent care  bestowed  upon  our  children.  Some  gained  as 
much  as  twenty  pounds  in  weight  during  the  short 
period  of  ten  weeks  spent  in  the  country.  The  fact 
that  these  children  had  to  be  divided  between  22  differ- 
ent homes  and  camps  makes  me  again  anxious  to  empha- 
size our  great  need  of  a country  branch. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mrs.  David  I.  Richardson  shows  steady 
progress.  The  work  has  proven  of  increasing  interest 
to  the  patients,  for  which  we  are  largely  indebted  to  the 
efforts  and  practical  direction  of  Miss  Webber. 

The  School  Department,  under  Miss  Chapman, 
has  been  keeping  up  the  teaching  traditions  of  the 
hospital.  This  work  is  of  especial  importance  to  the 
younger  children  many  of  whom  are  obliged  to  remain 
in  the  hospital  for  long  periods. 
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The  Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled  has 
suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  its  personnel  by  the 
recent  accident  which  occurred  to  Dr.  Hoguet,  result- 
ing in  the  loss  of  his  left  arm.  While  the  hospital  would 
gladly  have  retained  him  on  the  staff,  it  recognizes  the 
wisdom  of  his  decision  to  withdraw  entirely  from  sur- 
gery and  to  devote  himself  to  other  pursuits.  The  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  Medical  Board,  I believe,  ex- 
presses the  unanimous  feeling  of  both  the  medical  and 
lay  members  of  the  hospital. 

I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  splendid 
work  done  by  the  Medical  and  the  Nursing  staffs  during 
the  past  year,  which  has  been  characterized  by  a spirit 
of  harmony  and  loyalty  to  the  hospital.  Mr.  Flick, 
our  Superintendent,  has  shown  the  same  spirit  of  co- 
operation with  the  Medical  Department,  which  has 
contributed  so  much  to  the  well-being  and  progress  of 
the  hospital. 

The  R.  & C.  Alumni  meeting  held  in  November, 
1930,  was  the  most  interesting  and  successful  meeting 
we  have  ever  had.  Two  scientific  sessions  were  held, 
at  which  13  papers  were  read  and  discussed.  A demon- 
stration of  the  newer  methods  of  physiotherapy  was 
given  by  Dr.  Hansson.  The  outstanding  feature  of 
the  meeting  was  a paper  by  Dr.  Wm.  F.  Baer,  Prof, 
of  Orthopedic  Surgery  at  Johns  Hopkins,  on  The 
Treatment  of  Chronic  Osteomyelitis  by  the  Use  of 
Maggots.  Dr.  Baer’s  description  of  the  evolution  of 
this  method  was  extremely  interesting:  He  was  in 
charge  of  one  of  the  front-line  hospitals  in  France,  in 
1918.  After  the  battle  of  the  Argonne,  there  was 
brought  to  him,  two  wounded  soldiers  who  had  been 
lying  out  on  the  battlefield  for  seven  days,  without  food 
or  drink.  Both  were  suffering  from  compound  com- 
minuted gunshot  fractures  of  the  femur.  By  all  known 
rules  both  should  have  been  dead  for  several  days.  To 
his  surprise,  Dr.  Baer  found  them  in  good  general 
condition.  Their  wounds  which  were  infested  with 
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maggots,  were  cleaned  out,  and  presented  a bright, 
healthy  appearance.  Both  patients  promptly  recovered. 
After  reflecting  on  this  observation  for  nearly  ten  years, 
Dr.  Baer  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  maggots  had 
been  responsible  for  saving  the  lives  of  these  two 
wounded  men,  and  he  proceeded  to  apply  his  idea  to  the 
treatment  of  cases  of  chronic  osteomyelitis,  a condition 
that  has  so  long  taxed  the  resources  of  surgeons.  After 
overcoming  numerous  and  difficult  obstacles,  Dr.  Baer 
finally  succeeded  in  evolving  a practicable  method  of 
utilizing  his  discovery.  He  states  that  a number  of 
laboratories  are  now  able  to  supply  any  desired  quantity 
of  artificially-grown,  sterilized  maggots.  His  results 
in  more  than  100  cases  of  osteomyelitis  show:  85  per 
cent  success  in  children  and  65  per  cent  success  in 
adults.  This  is  a striking  example  of  what  can  be 
accomplished  in  surgery  by  a combination  of  keen  obser- 
vation, and  a high  degree  of  imagination  with  a logical 
mind  and  a will  to  persevere  in  spite  of  all  obstacles. 
A record  audience  attended  the  Alumni  dinner  on 
Monday  evening;  and  Dr.  VanDerwerker  was  elected 
President  for  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
Gentlemen : 

The  following'  is  a report  of  the  work  of  the  Hos- 
pital during  the  year  1930: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  175  patients 
in  the  Hospital.  4115  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
which  makes  the  total  cared  for  4290. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  166  patients  in 
the  Hospital.  These  patients  remained  in  the  Hospital 
83,384  days.  The  average  stay  of  a patient  at  the 
Hospital  for  the  year  was  19  days. 

In  the  Orthopedic  Out-Patient  Department  we 
had  13,643  first  visits  and  86,702  revisits.  In  the  Hernia 
Department  we  had  3,220  first  visits  and  5,764  revisits. 
In  the  Arthritis  Department  we  had  315  first  visits 
and  2,805  revisits. 

The  cost  to  keep  a private  patient  at  the  Hospital 
was  $11.60  per  day,  for  a ward  patient  $6.21  and  for 
all  bed  patients  the  average  is  $9.01. 

As  in  the  past  we  have  concentrated  all  our  efforts 
toward  the  welfare  of  the  patients.  Special  attention 
was  given  to  special  diets  for  the  children  in  order  to 
build  them  up  before  operation  and  to  hasten  their  post- 
operative recovery. 

The  Social  Service  Department  did  very  effective 
work  during  the  year  1930,  sending  children  to  summer 
homes,  convalescent  homes,  helping  them  to  transfer 
chronic  patients  to  homes  for  chronic  adults,  helping 
both  the  In  and  Out-Patient  Departments,  and  with 
the  co-operation  of  a very  co-operative  and  competent 
Committee. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Occupational  Therapy  who  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  their  constructive  work  and  who  are  al- 
ways ready  to  co-operate  in  any  thing  concerning  the 
welfare  of  the  Hospital. 
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The  gift  of  the  Library  by  Mr.  Henry  A.  Alker 
is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  to  the  patients,  and 
the  Library  Committee  deserve  all  our  thanks  for  the 
distribution  of  books  to  the  patients. 

The  Institution  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having 
such  friends  as  Mrs.  William  Church  Osborn,  Miss 
Blanche  Potter  and  Miss  Angelica  Gerry,  who  send 
children  to  us  for  treatment,  and  their  generosity  in 
paying  for  the  board  and  treatment  of  these  children. 

Thanks  and  appreciation  are  due  to  the  ladies  of 
the  Theatre  Assembly,  of  the  Church  of  the  Incarna- 
tion, of  the  Rita  Violet  Club,  and  the  ladies  of  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine  who  save  us  many 
dollars  in  sewing,  and  gifts  of  clothing  for  the  patients. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  the  thanks  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  to  the  following  for  their  co- 
operation in  taking  care  of  our  patients: 

Burke  Foundation,  White  Plains,  New  York,  in 
charge  of  Dr.  Brush,  who  is  always  ready  to  take  care 
of  our  convalescent  patients.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARTHRITIS  CLINIC 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1930. 

During  the  year  1930  the  Arthritis  Clinic  treated 
1,782  patients  of  which  172  were  new  patients.  Total 
number  of  cases  on  file  December  31,  1930  were  1,386. 
The  number  of  patients  treated  daily  averaged  25. 

The  Medical  Staff  was  increased  by  the  addition 
of  three  new  members,  Dr.  C.  H.  Traeger  on  the 
Medical  Service,  Dr.  F.  P.  Twinem  on  the  Urological 
Service  and  Dr.  Ferderber  was  appointed  dentist  to 
the  Arthritis  Clinic.  Formerly  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
clinic  attended  on  Tuesdays  only,  but  the  work  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  it  was  found  necessary  to  have 
full  attendance  on  both  clinic  days,  Tuesdays  and  Fri- 
days. The  Gynaecological  Service  was  covered  both 
days  either  by  Dr.  Barrows  or  Dr.  Lowrie.  The  Uro- 
logical Service  has  two  men  always  present,  Dr.  Gu^ 
tierrez  and  Dr.  Twinem.  Dr.  Melcher  is  in  charge  of 
the  Nose  and  Throat  Department. 

In  former  years  it  was  found  necessary  to  refer 
the  Urological  patients  to  the  New  York  Hospital  for 
cystoscopy  and  x-ray  examinations  of  the  kidneys  and 
ureters  because  of  the  lack  of  equipment  in  our  hospital 
for  this  highly  specialized  work.  As  Dr.  Coley  and 
the  Medical  Board  felt  that  all  the  necessary  diagnostic 
work  should  be  completed  in  our  own  hospital,  a com- 
bination cystoscopy  and  radiograph  table  was  installed 
and  a specially  trained  G.  U.  male  nurse  was  engaged 
to  assist  the  staff  in  their  diagnostic  work  and  treat- 
ments. The  G.  U.  Department  of  the  Arthritis  Clinic 
has  now  every  facility  for  carrying  out  the  highest 
grade  of  diagnostic  and  G.  U.  work.  This  department 
is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Lowsley,  but  is  carried 
out  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Dr.  Gutierrez 
and  Dr.  Twinem. 

An  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  obtain  closer 
coordination  between  the  orthopedic  surgeons  and  the 
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Arthritis  Clinic.  The  difficulties  encountered  were  in 
the  matter  of  time.  The  Orthopedic  Clinics  meet  in 
the  afternoon.  An  attempt  was  made  to  find  room  for 
the  Arthritis  Clinic  to  function  in  the  afternoon,  but  this 
plan  was  finally  abandoned  and  the  Medical  Board 
recommended  that  each  Orthopedic  Division  appoint  a 
member  of  its  attending  staff  to  attend  the  Arthritis 
Clinic  three  months  in  the  year,  in  rotation.  The  idea 
was  to  get  the  point  of  view  of  the  orthopedic  surgeon 
on  each  case,  to  get  his  expert  opinion  regarding  the 
mechanics  of  the  joints  involved,  the  degree  of  motion 
present  and  the  advisability  of  surgical  interference  in 
many  of  the  cases.  This  closer  cooperation  would  also 
aid  in  clearing  up  the  difficulties  of  classification  of 
these  case  of  arthritis. 

It  has  been  attempted  to  place  the  Arthritis  Clinic 
on  a self  sustaining  basis.  The  entrance  fee  has  been 
increased  to  $3.00  and  each  subsequent  visit  to  $1.00. 
In  spite  of  this  higher  price  there  has  been  no  decrease 
in  the  attendance  to  the  clinic  and  the  income  has  been 
raised  to  between  $25.00  and  $30.00  a day,  whereas 
formerly  it  was  about  $4.00  a day.  The  money  thus 
obtained  is  utilized  to  pay  for  any  new  equipment  or 
any  special  x-ray  of  laboratory  work  which  the  patients 
cannot  afford.  We  are  still  short  of  money  in  order 
to  be  in  a position  to  assist  all  the  worthy  patients  who 
apply  to  the  clinic  and  an  effort  will  be  made  this  year 
to  raise  a much  larger  reserve  fund,  so  that  the  clinic 
Avill  be  in  a better  position  to  extend  charity  and  help  to 
a much  greater  degree  to  such  patients  as  are  deserving. 
It  is  felt  that  a reserve  fund  should  be  available  to  help 
those  patients  who  need  hospitalization  or  surgical 
treatment. 

During  the  year  a comprehensive  survey  of  the 
literature  on  diet  was  made  and  after  a careful  study 
of  clinic  cases  a paper  was  published  on  “The  Basic 
Diet  in  Chronic  Arthritis”.  This  paper  was  published 
in  the  Journal  of  Laboratory  and  Clinical  Medicine. 
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Five  other  papers  are  in  the  process  of  preparation 
and  will  be  published  during  the  current  year.  1.  Dis- 
cussing the  dental  aspects  of  arthritis;  2.  Discussing 
the  importance  of  sinus  disease  in  arthritis ; 3.  The  im- 
portance of  the  colon  in  arthritis ; 4.  A general  survey 
of  the  entire  arthritis  problem,  and  5.  The  gynaecolo- 
gical problem  in  arthritis.

Annual  Report  for  1930 
The  year  of  1930  saw  the  completion  of  our 
therapeutic  pool.  This  marked  the  addition  of  the  latest 
therapeutic  application  in  infantile  paralysis.  The  pool 
is  being  utilized  to  capacity  every  day.  The  facilities 
for  private  patients  has  been  increased  by  installing 
four  treatment  rooms  on  the  fifth  floor.  All  the  divi- 
sions of  the  Department  show  an  increased  number  of 
patients  over  last  year.  The  Night  Clinic  continues  to 
increase,  showing  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  Depart- 
ment open  in  the  evening. 

The  Department  continues  to  give  instruction  in 
physical  therapy  to  the  senior  students  of  Cornell 
Medical  College  and  also  offers  a course  of  one  year 
for  technicians.  This  latter  course  is  increasing  in

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REPORT  OF  RESEARCH,  1980 

Problems  arising  from  the  orthopedic  services 
which  can  be  solved  by  biochemical  experimentation 
have  been  studied  in  the  laboratory  with  the  help  of 
Dr.  Berg  and  the  cooperation  of  the  attending  ortho- 
pedists. 

(1)  The  problem  of  non-union  of  fra  tures  has 
been  studied  from  local  as  well  as  from  & systemic 
standpoint  in  rabbits.  Delayed  healing  of  fractures  has 
been  found  to  be  of  purely  local  origin,  the  chemical 
mechanism  of  which  has  been  demonstrated  by  enabling 
us  to  vary  the  rate  of  callus  formation  and  calcification 
at  will  in  the  experimentally  induced  fractures.  We 
demonstrated  the  relationship  between  local  fibrous  tis- 
sue formation  and  the  degree  of  calcification,  in  that 
fibrous  dissolution  produced  delayed  union  while  local 
injection  of  tissue  fibrinogen  or  acid  calcium  phosphate 
accelerated  bony  union.  The  pathological  studies  were 
accepted  for  publication  in  the  Annals  of  Surgery  and 
the  biochemical  mechanism  of  local  calcification  has  been 
accepted  for  publication  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Diseases  of  Children.  These  two  papers  will  appear 
shortly  with  Dr.  Richard  F.  Berg  as  co-author. 

(2)  We  have  observed  in  the  clinics  an  unusually 
large  number  of  growth  disturbances  associated  with 
postural  deformity.  Children  of  various  ages  through 
adolescence  were  referred  to  the  research  technician 
for  a planned  series  of  blood  studies  to  detect  recur- 
rent rickets  throughout  growth.  We  have  thus  accu- 
mulated blood  data  which  reveals  the  presence  of 
adolescent  rickets  in  a large  number  of  the  cases  studied. 
The  series  is  insufficient  as  yet  to  be  conclusive  with 
regard  to  preventive  and  curative  role  of  anti-rachitic 
and  nutritional  therapy  in  conjunction  with  orthopedic 
measures  in  these  problems. 

(3)  We  have  observed  that  the  majority  of  the 
children  convalescing  from  post-operative  care  are  mal- 
nourished. We  have  therefore  initiated  some  blood 
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studies  in  order  to  indicate  the  nature  of  the  nutritional 
deficiency  in  the  entire  series  of  cases  we  have  formul- 
ated as  a result  of  feeding  regime  most  effective  for 
convalescence  in  bed-ridden  children.  These  studies 
await  the  conclusion  of  a larger  series  for  final  presenta- 
tion and  publication. 

(4)  The  work  of  Dr.  Coley  and  his  associates  on 
bone  tumors  and  the  frequency  of  these  cases  in  the 
hospital  has  stimulated  a search  for  a biochemical  diag- 
nostic procedure  for  the  early  diagnosis  of  tumors. 
F rom  the  cancer  laboratories  abroad  it  has  been  reported 
that  certain  organic  compounds  are  definitely  absorbed 
by  tumor  tissue  as  a result  of  their  selective  affinity. 
The  recent  success  in  the  use  of  organic  iodine  com- 
pounds for  X-ray  visualization  of  lung,  gall-bladder 
and  genito-urinary  tract  have  strengthened  the  belief 
that  a chemical  diagnosis  for  cancer  could  be  developed. 
The  Eastman  Kodak  Company  have  synthesized  for  us 
iodine  compounds  with  the  organic  radicals  that  have  a 
selective  affinity  for  tumor  tissue.  We  have  just  begun 
to  determine  the  toxicity  of  these  compounds  in  animals 
as  a preliminary  to  X-ray  visualization  of  tumor  tissue 
in  the  body.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  this  in  order 
to  develop  an  organic  iodine  compound  Avhich  would  be 
diagnostic  of  cancer.

Special  (Graduate)  Nurses  may  be  had  on  request  at 
the  rate  of  $7.00  per  day  and  $2.00  per  day  for  meals. 

For  extra  dressings  and  medicines,  for  all  X-rays, 
braces,  physiotherapy  treatments,  apparatus  and  labora- 
tory service  a charge  is  made  accordingly.  The  use  of 
the  operating  room  is  $20.00.

Each  room  is  provided  with  a telephone.  Ten  cents  is 
charged  for  all  local  calls,  long  distance  calls  per  tele- 
phone company  rates. 

If  a patient  wishes  to  have  a member  of  the  family 
stay  at  the  hospital,  a cot  will  be  placed  in  the  room  at 
an  additional  charge  of  $2.00  per  day  and  $3.00  per 
day  for  meals. 

A safe  is  provided  in  the  main  office  for  valuables. 
The  management  is  not  responsible  for  valuables  left  in 
the  rooms  of  the  patients. 

Visiting  is  allowed  from  9 A.M.  to  9 P.M.

Report  or  the  Chairman 

The  following  detailed  report  shows  the  work  done 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  during  the  past  year. 

The  condition  of  general  unemployment  has  re- 
sulted in  a greater  demand  for  emergency  relief,  not 
only  for  crippled  children  but  for  their  families  as 
well.  We  have  successfully  referred  many  of  these 
to  outside  agencies  for  work,  food  and  clothing. 

This  Department  has  also  assisted  cases  that  come 
under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Bureau  and  has 
been  instrumental  in  speeding  up  the  settlement  of 
several  claims. 

The  Children’s  Fresh  Air  Home  at  Southampton 
and  Friendship  Hall  at  Rhinebeck  have  again  cared 
for  many  of  our  children  during  the  summer  months 
for  which  we  are  most  grateful. 

Great  need  is  felt  by  this  Department  for  a year 
round  home  where  the  very  handicapped  children 
can  go. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Agencies  who  have  cared 
for,  transported  and  entertained  our  children.  Special 
thanks  is  due  to  the  Society  for  the  Aid  of  Crippled 
Children  which  has  made  so  much  of  our  convalescent 
work  possible  by  making  home  visits  for  us. 

Great  appreciation  is  due  to  the  Superintendent, 
the  Officers  of  the  Hospital  and  the  Doctors  for  their 
most  helpful  cooperation.

Report  of  the  Chairman 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  has  had 
a busy  year.  The  two  workers  have  succeeded  in  getting 
work  into  all  adult  wards  and  have  had  an  average  of 
seventy-five  patients  a month  in  the  work  shop. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Flick,  the  department 
was  painted  and  through  the  efforts  of  the  Committee, 
new  equipment  was  installed. 

The  articles  made  by  the  patients  have  improved 
during  the  past  year.  All  articles  were  sold  either  by 
the  Head- Worker  or  at  a private  sale  held  by  the  Com- 
mittee. The  revenue  from  these  sales  was  put  back  into 
the  department  Treasury. 
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The  Library  is  in  perfect  running  order.  Through 
donations  the  committee  has  purchased  new  books  and 
engaged  a worker  for  a day  a week  to  catalogue  all 
books  and  distribute  children’s  books  in  the  wards. 
The  Occupational  Therapists  distributed  all  books  to 
the  adult  wards. 

The  Occupational  Therapists  and  the  Committee 
are  eager  to  advance  their  work  in  the  Hospital  in 
every  way.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  Dr. 
Kristian  Hansson  as  Medical  Advisor,  and  feel  that 
with  his  aid  and  the  cooperation  of  the  staff  our  work 
may  go  far  and  be  of  great  therapeutic  value  to  the 
patients.
